Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  report  of  1951  I mentioned  that  the  figures  in 
the  vital  statistics  were  not  good  but  in  actual  fact  the 
numbers  were  so  small  that  these  could  be  misleading.  For 
the  year  1952  the  figures  are  exceptionally  good. 

The  infantile  mortality  is  9.25  per  1,000  births,  possibly 
one  of  the  lowest  on  record.  In  actual  figures  there  was 
one  infant  death  in  108  births. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of 
puerperal  pyrexia  and  no  deaths  from  puerperal  causes. 

Again  I have  to  record  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues  for 
their  help  during  the  year  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
members  of  the  Council.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  are  no  major  developments  to  report  this  year. 

One  thing  of  great  interest  in  sociology  looks  like 
taking  practical  shape  next  year,  i.e.  in  1953  is  the  beginning 
of  the  Dronfield  Pioneer  Health  and  Housing  Society.  It 
is  expected  that  the  first  houses  will  be  occupied  in  1953, 
and  from  then  steady  progress  will  be  made.  This  Society 
intends  to  operate  on  the  lines  of  the  now  late  but  famous 
Peckham  Experiment,  and  the  progress  will  be  watched  with 
great  interest  not  only  locally  but  nationally. 


HOUSING. 

As  long  as  there  are  houses  and  people  living  in  them 
there  will  be  housing  problems. 

As  regards  the  provision  of  houses,  while  there  is  still 
quite  a formidable  waiting  list  I think  it  is  true  to  say  of 
the  urban  district  that  the  worst  of  the  cases  have  been 
dealt  with. 

Owing  to  a number  of  factors,  the  primary  one  being 
the  cost  of  repairs  and  builders’  preference  for  “ new 
work,”  many  of  the  older  properties  are  deteriorating  badly 
and  during  the  coming  year  the  Council  should  consider  the 
advisability  of  taking  action  with  a view  to  the  ultimate 
demolition  of  some  of  the  unfit  properties.  This  problem 
demands  a deal  of  consideration,  balancing  the  needs  of  the 
people  without  a separate  home  against  those  living  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions. 

It  is  by  no  means  easy  with  new  building  limited  to 
make  a decision,  but  some  of  the  worst  of  the  properties 
scheduled  for  demolition  before  the  war  are  now  in  such  a 
state  that  they  require  extensive  repairs  to  make  them 
anything  like  reasonable  to  live  in,  and  the  low  rents,  in 
some  cases  3/Od.  to  4/Od.  per  week,  make  them  a most 
uneconomic  proposition  for  their  owners. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  position  regarding  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is 
no  different  from  last  year,  though  your  officials  are  pushing 
forward  schemes  v/ith  the  Ministry  for  the  sewering  of 
areas  which  have  houses  draining  to  cesspools  and  served 
by  privy  middens.  There  are  also  major  extensions 
required  at  present  sewerage  works. 

Perhaps  it  is  fortunate  in  some  ways  that  the  stream 
receiving  the  effluent  from  the  works  is  badly  polluted  with 
trade  waste.  The  effluent  probably  is  of  a purer  quality 
than  that  in  the  stream,  therefore,  any  pollution  we  may 
cause  is  not  noticeable. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  supplies  have  been  ample  and  in  the  main  of  good 
quality.  Occasionally  there  have  been  complaints  of  dis- 
coloration, but  these  have  been  less  frequent  than  in 
preceding  years. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.

No  action  was  taken  under  either  the  original  Act  or 
the  Amendment  Act  during  the  year. 

Most  old  folk  have  had  a horror  of  institutions,  but 
during  the  past  year  and  more  especially  since  the  hostels 
opened  by  the  County  Councils  have  had  some  press 
publicity,  there  have  been  approaches  in  a number  of  cases 
for  admission.  One  thing,  however,  that  sometimes  makes 
elderly  persons  decide  against  seeking  admission  is  that  it 
is  not  always  possible  to  give  them  a choice  of  hostel  and 
most  insist  on  waiting  for  admission  to  a hostel  near  their 
old  friends. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  very  few  notifications  of  the  ordinary 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year  and  there  have  been  no 
deaths. 

This  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
immunised  against  diphtheria. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  - Contd. 


It  is  to  be  noted  also  the  infections  are  not  so  serious 
or  severe  as  formerly  and  very  seldom  are  there  any  com- 
plications. It  is  undoubted  that  the  freedom  from  sequelae 
is  due  in  some  measure  to  the  use  of  the  sulpha  group  of 
drugs  and  the  antibiotics. 

The  mildness  of  the  infections,  however,  over  a period 
of  years  should  be  credited  in  some  part  to  the  improvement 
of  environment  and  the  patient  educational  work  carried  on 
in  maternity,  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  infant  welfare 
clinics. 

This  freedom  from  serious  outbreaks  of  the  ordinary 
infections  is  fairly  general  throughout  the  country  but  there 
are  one  or  two  districts  where,  in  the  past  year  or  two, 
diphtheria  has  been  prevalent  and,  moreover,  of  a very 
severe  type  causing  a number  of  deaths. 

The  immunisation  figures  of  these  districts  are  much 
the  same  as  the  rest  of  the  country  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  believe  that  the  sanitary  and  environmental  conditions 
differ  in  any  great  respect  from  other  similar  districts,  so 
some  factor  must  be  at  work  of  which  there  is  nothing 
known. 

The  point  is  that  it  must  not  be  taken  for  granted  that 
the  ordinary  infectious  diseases  are  no  longer  a public  health 
problem.  The  situation  must  be  carefully  kept  under 
review  and  any  sign  of  change  of  virulence  noted.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1952. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION  APPERTAINING  TO  THE

HOUSING. 

Progress  in  new  building  has  improved  over  1951  when 
only  thirty  new  dwellings  were  completed.  This  year  the 
local  authority  has  completed  thirty-two  two-bedroomed 
hats  and  eight  three-bedroomed  houses.  Private  enterprise 
has  been  responsible  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses,  giving 
a total  of  forty-eight  new  premises  over  the  year. 

Owing  to  their  dangerous  structural  condition,  fourteen 
houses  were  demolished  and  most  of  the  occupants  were 
rehoused  in  council  houses.  Two  houses  were  condemned 
under  the  1936  Housing  Act,  and  one  of  these  was  also 
demolished.  Three  wooden  huts  were  also  condemned  and 
demolished.  Two  dwellings  were  closed  voluntarily  for 
human  habitation  by  the  owners. 

During  a violent  thunderstorm  on  the  1st  July,  two 
houses  on  the  Birches  Fold  Estate  were  struck  by  lightning, 
resulting  in  extensive  damage  to  the  chimney  stack  and 
roofs,  but  fortunately  the  tenants  suffered  no  personal 
injury. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 

One  seven-day  household  refuse  collection  was  main- 
tained during  the  year  and  a 7 cube  yard  Dennis  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle  was  purchased  and  delivered  in  May^ 
together  with  a new  portable  tank  for  emptying  cesspools 
and  pail  closets. 

Salvage  was  maintained,  but  due  to  a recession  in  the 
waste  paper  trade  we  were  put  on  a maximum  monthly 
quota  by  our  Merchants,  The  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.,  of 
six  tons  per  month. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE- Contd. 


In  October  we  commenced  segregating  tins  from  the 
refuse  and  this  produced  approximately  eighteen  hundred- 
weights of  scrap  tins  per  week. 

Although  the  provision  of  dustbins  is  no  easier  than  in 
the  previous  year,  seventy-two  new  dustbins  were  provided, 
mainly  as  a result  of  informal  action.

Sixteen  water  samples  were  taken  from  various  points 
in  the  area,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

Complaints  have  been  received  about  the  water  spoiling 
tea,  but  efforts  to  obtain  a sample  of  water  in  this  condition 
have  not  yet  been  successful. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928—1936. 

Fifteen  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  a 
storage  of  14,000  gallons. 

One  tank  has  been  filled  in  and  the  pump  dismantled. 

One  tank  of  1,250  gallons  capacity  has  not  been 
registered  as  it  is  now  used  for  heavy  oils  only. 

One  new  1,000  gallon  tank  and  a new  electric  pump 
have  been  installed  in  a garage. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Infestation  in  the  area  remains  at  a low  level.  The 
Local  Authority  works  have  been  treated  regularly  and 
treatments  at  fourteen  private  dwellings  carried  out.

One  pail  closet  was  converted  to  a W.C.
